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THE ANGLO-JAPANESE ALLIANCE. 


The present Alliance between Britain acd Japan is due to 
terminate in Joly of next year, the last renewal having been made 
in July of 1911, for a period of ten years. One of its provisions, 
however, is tha: twelve tnonths’ nosice roust be given of any inten- 
tion by either party to terminate the agreemen:, and thus it is that 
ithe question has at this time again come into prominence. 
Negotiations bave been known to have taken place recently in 
f official circles regarding a revewal of the Alliance, and it now tran- 
. spires that the Governments of both parties to the egreement have 
_ addressed 2 communication on the subject tothe League of Nations. 
Tha communication is of. the utmos: importance. inasmuch as it 
amounts to a mutual recognition of the fact that the Alliance, 
whilst harmonising with the spirit of the League Covenant, does 
“pot conform to the spirit of that Covenant. which we are assured it 
ig the desire both of Britain and Japan to respect. Thus the two 
;, Governments declare that if the Alliance is to be continued, it must 
+ be in a form which meets the requirements of the Covenant in sll 
:. particulars. In other words, both nations recognise their obligations 
nudar the League of Nations Covesant, and they agree that if the 

= Alliance is renewed it will have tobe modified. . 
There have been detractors both of Britain and of Japan who 
have held the view that some secret arrangement woald be come to 
A by these two countries whereby the present arrangement would be 
" preserved, even though its terms might conflict with the League of 
. Nations ideals. But the other day it was stated by Mr. Lloyd George 
that any, new understanding between Britain and Jagan would 
Y be. forwarded to the Secretariat of the League. as is required 
+ by the provisions of the Covenant regarding international engage- 
i ments. Matters have now been taken @ step farther by this joint 
: Ceclaration of the two Powers concerned, which should be hailed 
Y everywhere as an earnest of the good faitb of Britain and Japan in 
“their attitude towards the League. The respec: in which the 
r Alliance is considered to conflict with the letter of the Covenant js 
+ not indicated, though we have seen it argued that the divergence is

That bas been 
very frankly admitted by the 
Allies, who have bad occasion 
to remind Poland of the terms of 
the Treaty. The unexpected 
frequently happeas. and it has is 
this case.

WORLD'S OLDEST YACHT CLUB. 


QUAINT CUSTOMS 
RECALLED. 

This is the bicentenary of the 

_ Roya! Cark Yacht Club, the oldest 

.yacht club in existence. The 
club was founded in I'20, and 
was, in those days, known as the 
Water Club of the Harbour of 
Cork. Its recorda are most 
interesting. The original “Rules 
and Orders” make very quaint 
teading, and throw a deal of light 
on the customs observed by that 
early generation of yachtsmen. 

The sport was pursued under 
totally different conditions to 
those that obtain at the present 
time. There is no record of any 
racing as We recognise it now. 
The.members of the Water Clab 
met periodically, and. under the 
command of their admiral, enzag- 
ed in various manoeuvres. Their 
sailing rales were based aimest 
entirely on naval usage and re- 
gulations. We might, in fact. 
regard this old organisation as in 

“@ manner resembling our present- 
day R.N.V.B. 

The members submitted them- 
selves to a strict di-cipline. An 
admiral ard vice-admirk] were 
elected, and the ordinary members 
were styled captains. The fleet 
vessels met once every spring 
tide from the Is: in April 
to the Isst in Sep:ember— 
a fortnightly cruise. The 
cruises were cohducte] «itt 
great ceremony, xod there ap 
pears always to have been 2 con- 
siderable expenditure of gunpaw- 

er, all signais being made to the 
‘accomaniment of the fring of 
guns. ,Some of the roles made 
special reference to the supply of 
gunpowder for the fleet. 
PENALTY FOR ABSENCE, 

. Members were’ expected to 
attend all cruises, aud one rule 
laid down that apy capisin being 
abeent without showing gocd 
cause should forfeit for each 
offence one English crown tow- 
ards busing guopotder for the 
fleet, which the secretary was 
instructed tolevy and las out for 
the said use.
